Lumber Producing Countries, 


Canada has .5 per cent, of the 
world’s population, 

She produces; 90 per cent. of its co- 
balt; 88 per cent. of its asbestos; 85 
per cent. of Its nickle; 32 per cent. of 
Ita pulpwood; 20 per cent, of its lum- 
ber; 20 per cent. of its cured fish; 18 
per cent, of Its oats; 15 per cent. of 
Its potatoes; 12 per cent. of its silver; 
11 1-2 per cent. of its wheat; 11 per 
cent. of its barley; 4 per cent, of its 
gold; 4 per cent, of its copper. 

Canada js eecond in the list of the 
world’s lumber producing countries, 
her annual production being about 4,- 
000,000 M.F.B.M. 

The total exports of pulp and paper 
for the last current year are valued 
at $163,000,000. If pulpwood exports 
are added, it brings the total to $178,- 
000,000 as compared with $107,000,- 
000 for 1919, 

The government estimate of last 
current year’s total mineral produc- 
tion Ip $200,000,000, The estimated 
value of gold production !s placed at 
$16,000,000 and the estimated value 
of coal production !s $70,000,000.

While the weather has been the 
first and Jast resort of small-talk ex- 
perts since the beginning of time, 
and its vagaries affect commerce and 
agriculture In a thousand and one 
ways, Sir Frederick Stupart declares 
that in the average we are still getting 
the sanie old brand, Addressing the 
Toronto Electric Club in the Mogsop 
Hotel, he said that climatic conditions 
had not changed appreciably in two 
thousand years and that any slight 
variation was to the sun’s radia- 
tion changing from year to year, af- 
fectIng the circulation of the earth's 
atmosphere, and causing a slight al- 
teration in the Trade Winds, 

Differences In the character of 
seasons were largely due to varia- 
tions In atmospheric circulation caus- 
lng wet or dry weather over certain 
areas, But the persistence of type 
was so marked that it might soon be 
possible to forecast the coming win- 
ter, 

Slr Frederick dealt humorously 
with the “Rainmakers.” Study of 
the effects of heavy gunfrein France 
during the war, and of the Halifax 
explosion, he said, had proved that 
there was lttle humanity could do to 
Influence the great natural forces re- 
sponsi weather conditions. 
Calculations made by one of his as- 
sistants had shown that to cause the 
Precipitation of four inches of rain

Habit is simply cultivated instinct. 

It Js just as easy to cultivate good 
habits as it 1s to cultivate bad ones if 
you start right. The habit of clean- 
liness Is one that stays for life, be- 
cause it Js comfortable and gives a 
feeling of respectability. 

Every child that has been taught to 
take care of its wonderful little body, 
to wash hands and face and ears and 
tecth and take baths and to know the 
happiness of clean clothes, will carry 
that habit through life, 

The personal habits that we form 
in our first twelve years are the ones 
that mould our personality. That is 
one of the reasons for beginning good 
habits early, particularly with the 
tecth, Children’s mouths should be 
examined every three to six months. 
All cavities should be filled and every 
stain should be removed. 

If temporary teeth are allowed to 
decay, food will pack in between them 
and make the gums sore. 

Then the food will be chewed upon 
one side of the mouth until the other 
side becomes tender and the poor lit- 
tle fellows try to mince their food 
with their front teeth, It is imposs- 
ible for anyone to masticate—that is, 
to chew his food—properly, with his 
front tecth alone, 

If the food is not well chewed and 
mixed with saliva, digestion is very 
difficult. A great deal of energy 
wasted in trying to digest food th 
sent to the stomach in chunks. 

Nature tries to develop every child 
into a healthy adult. very ov 
of food that gocs into a child’s st 
ach should be erted into energ 
but instead of making energy, 
chewed food only makes more work. 

Aside from all of the p and poi- 
son from pus and the long list of dis- 
eases that follow decayed and ab- 
scessed teeth, good digestion would 
be worth every effort that we could 
make to keep the mouth healthy.
